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The Truce. 


The truce from warfare in lreland will 
begin to-day at noon; but it was antici- 
pated on Saturday and yesterday by the 
spirit of truce. A walk in the streets of 
Dublin or in any country road revealed 
the immense satisfaction and relief which 
the good news had brought to all hearts. 
The very air held a new lightness and was 
irradiated not only with sunshine, but 
with hope. There is no essential difference 
between, the terms of the truce as 
announced by General Headquariers in 
Dublin and by the leaders. of the Irish 
Republican Party. The Republican state- 
ment may have been issued chiefly as a 
formal assertion of that belligerent status 
which now seems to have been conceded 
from Downing street. The real point, how- 
ever, is the fact of truce. The Republicans 
undertake to. stop ali attacks on Crown 
forces and civilians, to abstain from raids 
on Government or private property, and 
to discountenance and prevent any action, 
likely to cause disturbance of the peace, 
which might necessitate military inter- 
ference. On the other hand, the Govern 
ment undertakes to stop raids, searches, 
and other forms of military activity, to 
remove the “ Curfew” restrictions, and to 
suspend the despatch of reinforcements 
from England. We believe that the 
Republican leaders desire and intend to 
fulfil their part of the contract, and we 
‘trust most earnestly that they will have 
the power to fulfil it. Lf they are success- 
ful, the truce will be a truly blessed boon 
to Ireland from every point of view— 
political, social, and economic. The joys 
and benefits of temporary peace will 
intensify the national longing for per- 
manent peace. The swift decay of Irish 
trade and industry will: be checked, and 
the vanished amenities cf social life will 
be restored. Last night’s “Curfew,” we 
may hope, tolled the knell of parting war. 
During the anxious days of the Dublin 
Conference we refrained from any mention 
of the inevitable result of the failure of 
peace negotiations. We should have con- 
tinued to refrain, now that negotiation has 
been transferred to London ; for in these 
days the most obvious advice or warning 
is liable to be misconstrued. Today, how- 


ever, in Mr. de Valera’s latest proclama- 
tion to his supporters, the country receives i 


i im result of failure 
os as i accept his way of 
g at, the matter when he says 
e 

y,' it must be ready once more to 
resist. 
ee Conference comes to nothing and 
if Sina Fein,<renews the campa of 
violence, the Government will be com“ 
pelled to resume its efforts to restore law 
and order. The prospect opens up.a tragic 
vista of misery, bankruptcy, and blood- 
shed. There can be little doubt that, if 
the conflict is renewed, it will not cease 
&ifhóut a farther tax of life, without 
further and, perhaps, irreparable injury 
to our trade and commerce, and without 
leaving a crop of bitter memories that 
would poison the relations between Great 
Britain and Treland for a hundred years. 
Let us remember that, but for the present 
truce, this very week might have wit- 
nessed the beginning of a new and even 
more dreadful chapter of war. Unless 
we bear the alternative in mind we may 
be tempted to forget the gravity of the 
issues which are now at stake and the 
tremendous responsibilities of the men 
upon whose patriotism, sanity, and good- 
will the prospects of peace depend. 

The decision which must settle Lreland’s 
fate will be made in London. It is 
assumed that Mr. de Valera will go there 
immediately, that he will hold preliminary 
discussion with the Prime Minister, and 
that, if all goes well, the vital conference 
between the Northern and Southern 
leaders will take place in the near future. 
The Irish people will be profoundly anxious 
spectators of these events; but they can 
be, and ought to be, something more than 
spectators. The period of truce is designed 
to encourage the creation of an atmosphere 
of peace. That atmosphere must ;prewl 
from Ireland to England, not from Eng- 
land to Ireland. Irishmen must make it 
for themselves, since nobody else can maxe 
it for them. During recent months we 
ha\e called many times for a strong ex- 
pression of public opinion in favour of 
peace and settlementi There was little, if 
any, response, and we were told that sober 
opinion could not hope to make itself heard 
amid the passions and clamours of war. 
To-day at noon the bugles will sing truce 


if. 
A 


and’ that plea will cease to be plausible. 


We do not suggest for a moment that our 
public bodies and private citizens ought 
to embarrass their country’s delegates in 
London with appeal or advice; this must 
be a case, of, “ Trust me not at all, or 


has been virtually under the heal of Japan, 


all in all.’’ We do suggest, however, that 
the whole country should use every proper 
means of giving expression to its profound 
desire for “a just and peaceful termina- 
tion of this struggle —the words are Mr. 
de Valera’s own. Such an expression of 
national feeling could not fail to help and 
inspire every member of the fateful con 
ference in The truce ought not 
io mean merely a “ standing 
easv in Ireland: it ought to be employed 
as a precious‘and fruitful opportunity for

The British Way. 

The unanimity with which the French 
Press attfibutes the farce of the Leipzig 
trial of German war criminals to the 
duplicity of Mr. Lloyd George is more 
curious than' sinister. It is curious that 
this conception of the British politician 
as a repository of cynical subtlety should 
not only subsist, but even flourish, in 
nearly every non-English-speaking country 
in the world. The English have their. good 
points and their bad; but, whatever else 
they may be, they are neither cynical ner 
subtle. In so far as their dealings with 
other nations are concerned they are, on 
the contrary, incorrigible simpletons, Yet, 
because Providence happens to make a 
practice of looking after simpletons, it 
frequently occurs that, through the in- 
tervention of unexpected circumstances, 
the English, after blundering into a bad 
business or conducting a good one with 
characteristic stupidity, are able to emerge 
in a position sufficiently advantageous to 
astonish their friends and infuriate their 
baffled foes. The English themselves call 
this process—rather vaingloriously, it 
seems—‘ muddling through.” The crafty 
Hun always has been able to bamboozle 
the simple-minded Englishman, the dour 
but unprehensile Scot, and the volatile 
but emotional Welshman. The Turk, the 
Greek, the Bulgar, the Russian, the 


‘Mongol; and the international Jew have 


been equally successful. At this moment 
the egregious Kemal, the notorious 
Krassin, the unspeakable “Tino” are 
doing it, and doing it, one gathers from 
the Press, with every indication of suc- 
cess. Yet we know, and feel comfortably 
assured, that their machinations wili 
come to nothing—that the childishly 
simple and industriously muddlesome 
Briton will emerge on top. It is easy to 
account for this. The Hun. the Turk, 
the Muscovite, and all the other interna- 
tional intriguers are more than a match 
for the Briton, but they are no match for 
the Briton and Providence combined. 
His silent belief in himself as the un- 
arguable superman is as impenetrable to 
the darts of astute diplomacy as are many 
layers of india-rubber to the rude arrows 
of bushmen. It is easy to see that always 
to succeed, but always in an apparently 
adventitious and belated way, cannot con. 
duce to popularity. While the ill-effects 
of muddle and neglect and lack of fore- 
sight are being experienced the Briton is 
not popular with his friends who share 
the ill consequences with him and are not 
always as successful as he in snatching an 
eleventh-hour success. When he emerges 
ultimately victorious his avowed eneinies 
and his supposed friends vie with one 
another in reviling him. The farce of the 
German war criminals has infuriated 
France, but it does not ruffle the British 
Government's calm. The Briton, though 
he knows that it is just another case in 
which the Teuton has fooled him, realises 
that it is a small issue. He does not see 
in the action of the Leipzig court the 
gesture of arrogant and insulting con- 
tempt under which the more sensitive 
Frenchman writhes. The emotional] irenzies 
of the French Press are not difficult to 
understand or even to condone + but France 
must take the Briton as she finds him. 
His peculiar methods and temperament 
have built up a great Empire and have 
written many fair pages on the book of 
Civilisation. The simplicity that has 
allowed a few German miscreants to 
remain at large must be considered in the 
light of greater and more enduring 
events.

Cocktails. 


One of the: permanent legacies which 
the American Army has left to Europe is 
that particularly tempting beverage known 
as the cocktail. There are mpny kinds of 
cocktail, and almost every known form of 
alcohol is used in their preparation. 
Some gre harmless ; some are the reverse ; 
and, according to a number of good people 
in England, their growing popuiarity 
with both sexes is an ominous warning to 
the Empire. Too many cocktails, like too 
much whiskey, or even too much tea, are 
undoubtedly injurious. - The “ Prairie 
Oyster,” for instance, consists of some 
Angostura, the yolk of an egg, and a 
“dash’’ of brandy; and a little of it 
goes a long way. The “Bronc”’ is a 
symphony in gin, orange juice, and Italian 
vermouth, and it, too, does not improve 
on acquaintance. These and the “ Star '— 
a mixture of brandy, gin, and rum—may 
merit the strictures of the reformer; but 
nobody could find fault with the in- 
gredients of the “ Pussyfoot,’’ which com- 
prises white of egg, grenadine, and orange 
and lemon juice combined. Medical experts 
object to cocktails in excess, principally 
on the ground that they are taken in- 
variably before a meal, and consequently 
on an empty stomach. Furthermore, they 
are likely. to give such a zest to the 
appetite that over-eating may result. 
Apart from these aspects of the case, 
however, we fail to see any cause for 
alarm. The Americans have been victims 
of the cocktail habit for many years; 
and they have managed to do very well in 
the circumstances.

STATEMENT BY LORD READING. 


A Reuter telegram, dated Simla, July 7th, 
says—-The Viceroy, Lord Reading, to-day re- 
ceived an address from the United Provinces 
Liberal Association, which covered a wide variety 
of topics, ranging from the Punjab wrongs to 
the Turkish Treaty. The addross declared that 
the absolute equality of India with the 
Dominions was an essential condition of Indian 
willing membership of the Empire, and asked 
for early liberalisation of the Central Govern- 
ment of India. 11 also asserted firm belief in 
constitutional methods of gaining political ends, 
but declared that the past. policy of the Govern- 
ment of India was mainly responsible for the 
present uprest. e 

THE VICEROY'$ REPLY. 

The Viceroy, in replying, expressed complete 

agreement with the high ideals of the Assodia- 
tion, but eppealed for sympathy and assistance 
in the Government's arduous task, His Excel- 
lency claimed that the Government was ani- 
mated by pure and sincere motives, and was 
honestly striving to achieve the common purpose 
in the manner best calculated to promote the 
happiness and welfare of India. Referring to 
the Punjal) troubles, the Viceroy pointed out 
that mistakes had been admitted and regrets 
expressed, and he, thorefore, asked his hearers 
to follow the Duke of Connanght’s exhortation 
to forgive and forget. He was at present en- 
gaged in examining the case of persons stil 
imprisoned in connection witli the disorders, and 
he woul] shortly announce the decisions. An 
effort was being made to secure a revision of 
the Turkish Treaty, and he pointed out that 
violent writing and speaking in this connection 
both in India and Great Britain, could only 
have the effect of hampering their efforts. 
_ Replying to the deputation’s demand for the 
liberalisation of the Central Government, the 
Viceroy pointed out that the present form of 
government was never intended to be final. Any 
advance must depend upon the use that Is- 
dians made of the new opportunities afforded 
them by recent reforme. He paid a tribute to 
the sense of responsibility shown by the new 
Legislature. ;

“He was extremely kind to me per 
sonally,” said Mr. , “and I was 
surprised not only at the knowledge he 
had of Irish affairs, but also at the interest 
he took in the Irish setthement. His 
Majesty assured me that on his part he 
would do anything at all in his power am 
the interests of peace and that I was quite 
free to send to him at any time any pro 
posals I had to make in that regard . 

My correspondent adduces the in 
ference—very nataral in the circum: 
stances—that, when the King retur 
from Belfast the other day, - His Majesty 
must have expressed a command that 
negotiations should be opened. Perhaps, 
‘“command”’ is hardly the proper word 
to use, for the King is ever mindful of 
his position as a constitutional monarch ; 
but I think there can be no doubt that 
he indicated a very strong desire that a 
definite attempt ‘should be made to bring 
together the contending parties im Ire- 
land. 
It is, indeed, the belief that the King * 
initiative started the present negotiations 
that has reconciled a great many people 
on this side to the idea of the British 
Government s receiving on equal terms á 
person whom they regard as morally 
responsible for so many dreadful happen- 
ings in Ireland. Their attitude is that 
of Lord Derbv— When my King tells me 
to forgive and forget, I, for one, am ready 
to follow the advice.” i 

Not, perhaps, since the declaration of 
the Armistice on November 11th, 1918, has 
any announcement lifted so great @ load 
from the public mind as the news that 
from to-morrow at noon there is to be a 
truce in Ireland, There are few families 
in this country who have not friends in 
one or other of the Irish camps—sometimes 
in both—and during the past year they 
have suffered constant anxiety on their 
behalf. “That nightmare is. at any rate, 
lifted for the moment—and, one hopes, 
for ever. 

Prayers were offered in many churches 
and chapels throughout the Kingdom 
to-day for the success of the negotiations. 
Optimism is strongest, as one might 
expect, among those who are least, 
acquainted with the history of the Irish 
question. The better instructed are, of 
course, aware that, while the first diffi- 
culty of getting the parties together has 
been got over, there are many others that 
will need much patience and self-sacrifice 
on both sides before they can be sur 
mounted. 

The Sinn Feiners must learn that there 
is no. short cut to the goal of Irish unity. 
It can only be reached by way of a long 
avenue of joint effort and mutual con- 
sideration. The Ulstermen, on their part, 
must realise that they are an integral 
part of Ireland, and that it is to their | 
advantage, while preserving the local 
autonomy which the Government of Ire- 
land Act has assured to them, to co- 
operate with their fellow-countrymen in 
the South and West for the social and 
industrial welfare of the country as a 
whole. via 

It is presumed that the Prime Minister 
will preside over the Conference, at any 
rate, in its early stages, and it is, no 
doubt, desirable that he should at the 
outset indicate as clearly as possible how 
far the British Government is prepared 
to go in the way of financial and other 
concessions for the sake of a permanent 
settlement. But I am inclined to agree 
with those who think that the conduct of 
the actual negotiations should be entrusted 
to another statesman—possibly, General 
Smuts. 

Mr. Lloyd George is, in one respect, too 
good a conciliator. He has an extra- 
ordinary knack of persuading two parties 
who are at variance that they really mean 
the same thing, and of constructing 
formulas which appear to give each side 
substantially what it wants, but after- 
wards turn out to have slurred over the 
essential difficulties. That would be fatal 
in this case. A man of somewhat less agile 
intellect and less fertile imagination, who 
will insist on knowing exactly what each 
side is aiming at, and will lead them— 
slowly and painfully it may be—step by 
step to a thoroughly agreed settlement, is 
the man for this job. 

Mr. W. B. Yeats contributes some 
literary reminiscences to the current issue 
of the London Mereury. Here is his 
account of the genesis of one of his best 
known poems. “ | had still the ambition,”’ 
he says, “ formed in Sligo in my ‘teens,’ 
of livmg in imitation of Thoreau on Innis- 
free, a little island in Lough Gill, and 
when walking through Fleet street, very 
homesick, heard a little tinkle of water, 
and saw a fountain in a shop window 
which balanced a little ball upon its jet, 
and Ba to remember lake water.

THE PRIMATE’S VIEWS.

His lordship referred to 
the examples of the United States and the 
Deminions, where the headquarters of the 
Governments were not establis im the great 
cities. . There was greater coolness of judg- 
ment in a quiet atmosphere than in the at- 
mosphere of a busy city, where feelings and 
factions might be very strong. ‘Then there 
was the difficulty of getting a place which could 
be immediately used, but they had the same 
difficulty in Belfast, and if they had jo build 
there why not build in Armagh” Another diffi- 
culty was that of getting housing for members, 
but, after all, the members would not be so 
very numerous.

DIFFICULTIES ANALYSED BY MR.

Mr. Richard Best, K.C., M.P., said that he 
took it that the purpose of the meeting was to 
take some practical steps to make this a burn- 
‘ing question, and have it decided one way or 
the other, and he could conceive of mo more 
suitable way of bringing the matter to a head 
than by requesting the Prime Minister of 
Northern Ireland to constitute a Commission to 
take evidence. He thought that he was right 
in stating that it was the almcst invariable 
practice to have the Law Courts in the same 
place as the seat of Government. Did they 
intend that the Courts should be established in 
Belfast or Armagh? If the Courts were estab- 
lished in Armagh they would have the big 
commercial people, not only in Belfast, but in 
the various surrounding towns up in arms 
against cases being tried in Armagh. If cases 
were tried in Armagh where would they get 
They would need to have 
professional jurors, who would be sitting all the 
time. On the other hand, there was ithe great 
objection of having the Courts in one place and 
the Parliament in another. This was a very 
serious matter, and if they could see any way 
out of the difficulty no one would be more 
pleased than he. Ho sympathised fully with 
them, and would help them in every possible 
way.

THE COMPLETION OF LAND PURCHASE. 

A special meeting of the Executive Committee 
of the Irish Landowners’ Convention was beid 
at their offices, 4 Kildare street, Dublin, on 
Friday. The question of the completion of 
land purchase was again under consideration, 
and a following resolution was unanimously 


“That we, the Executive Committee of the 
Irish Landowners’ Convention, hereby express 
our profound gurprise and disappeiniment at 
the postponement of the bill for the completion 
of the purchase of Irish Land, and the failure 
of the Government to pass a Land Purchase 
act, which was promised to be placed on the 
Statute Book concurrently with the Govern- 
ment of Ireland Act, 1920. That we urge upon 
the Government the necessity of immediately 
introducing and passing such a measure and 
thus fulfilling their definite obiigations to both 
the landowners and tenants of Ireland. And 
that copy of this resolution be forwarded to 
the Prime Minister, the Lord Chancellor of 
England, the Chief Secretary for Ireland, the 
Chancetior of the Exchequer, and others.”

EXPORT OF IRISH SEED 
POTATOES.

ISSUE OF PURITY CERTIFICATES. 

The Department of Agriculture and Technica} 
Instruction for Ireland desire to notify growers 
of seed potatoes in Jreland that as Order en- 
titled Wart Disease of .otatoes (Im- 
ported Irish Seed Potatoes) Order .f i%¢1”’ 
recently made by the Ministry of Agriculture 
and Fisheries, requires that on and after let 
September next every. sender of Irich “ seed” 
potatoes: to England or Wales shill ‘urnish. to 
the consignee in England or Wales, one or 
other of two prescribed declarations, viz :— 

(a) In the case of approved immune varieties 
in regpect of which a certificate of purity has 
been obtained from the Department on the 
results of an imepection of the growing crop, a 
declaration correctly stating the seria] number 
of the purity certificate; (b) in the case of all 
other seed potatoes (including uncertified im- 
mune varieties, as well as all non-immune 
varieties), a declaration correctly stating the 
reference number of a certificate obtained from 
the Department to the effect that Black Scab 
(Wart Disease) has not occurred in the locality 
in which the potatoes were grown. 

The Department will be prepared. to have 
growing crops of approved immune varietiés 
inspected during the summer months, and to 
issue purity certificates in respect of such crops 
as are found to be true to type and otherwise 
satisfactory. Applicataons for such i 
should be made, not later than 15th July neat. 
on the prescribed form, which can be obtained 
on application. Exporters of all other “ seed ”’ 
potatoes (including uncertified immune varieties 
as well as all non immune varieties) to England 
or- Wales, must inform the Department of the 
locality in which the potatoes were grown, and 
obtain a certificate with the reference number 
from the Department that Black Seab or Wart 
ety bas MS sg in that locality. 

n the case of crops of potatoes in 
districts scheduled under the ste Lands 
Black Seab in Potatoes Order, special reguia- 
tions will apply, particulars of which may be 
obtained from the Department's Inspectors in 
these districts. .

BOY HAROLD JONES ARRESTED. 


The Press Association's Cardiff Correspondent 
telegraphs :—For the second time within a few 
months Harold Jonés, the 15-year-old Abertil- 
lery boy, has been arrested on a charge of 
murder. His arrest followed the discovery ot 
the body of Florence Little, the 11-year-ola 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Litile, of Darren 
road, Pantypwdin, Abertillery. ! She was found 
in an attic in Jones's house, lying in a pool of 
blood, with her throat cut. The child was last 
seen between 9.30 and 10 oclock on Friday 
night, and as soon as the news that she was 
missing spread search ties were organised, 
and the countryside for miles around was 
scoured. Then a house-to-house search was in- 
stigated, and this led to the discovery of the 
body. It was lying huddled up in a pool ot 
blood that had come from an awful gash in the 
throat of the victim. Among the searchers 
were Harold Jones and his father. 

The whole town wae startled and shocked by 
the crime, and after Harold Jones’s arrest 
there were ugly scenes outside the house. It 
is little more than five months since the dis- 
appearance and subsequent discovery of the 
body of little Freda Burnell, of Abertillery, the 
mystery of whose death the best efforts or 
Scotland Yard failed to solve. It was on 


covered in a lane whither it had been conveyed 
in a sack by the murderer, according to the 
suggestion of the prosecution, when later 
Harold Jones was arraigned for her murder. 
Jones was arrested as the alleged author ot 
that crime on March 7th, but a couple of 
months later at the Monmouth Assizes he was 
acquitted. Remarkable demonstrations signal- 
ised his return to his native town after his re. 

Im many etreets flags and banners were 
hung out, and he was accorded a welcome be- 
fitting the home-coming of a hero. Now he has 
been arrested to answer a second charge of 
murder.

The thi:ty-ninth irish Lawn Tennis Championships 
heid on the ground of the Fitagwillian:s Club 
Great changes have taken place beth in 
aud in the players since—to quote the 
Irish limes of the first tournament, 
-““two good courts were marked gut in 
Fitzwilliam square.’” The interest in the game has 
grown so enormously, and the number of players 
aniious to coupete in tournaments increased to such 
an extent, that the old arenas no longer would be 
large chough to accommudate the games. In those 
primitive times handicap events were unknown, and 
the budding player was forced to contend in unequal 
warfaie with the giants of these days; to be an 
unwilling victim. to Lawfords lob or Kenshaw's 
smashes. People, now growing elderly, speak of tho 
xiuries of those carly days, uf the tasmio.uine crowu-: 
lilling the seals, and of the great tennis they saw. 
In fact, they saw no tenuis worth looking at unt? 
the third or fourth days, when the crack players 
met each other; the earlier days were melancholy 
with the slaughter of “rabbits’’ and monotonous 
scores of 6-0, 6-1, 6-0. It is casy enough te praise 
old days, but tennis h so much improved that 
soine of those eatlier s would find themselves 
hard put to it at the present day to defend their 
greatucss—no doubt, being gods, they wou 
better now than they were then, but they wou 
have te work harder for it. Speculation as to how 
the players of one generation would meet those of 
another is always interesting, and the epeculator Das 
the satisfaction of feelimg that he cau never ' be 
proved to be wrong. Would Ernest Renshaw beat 
Tilden * How would our own champion, J. Pim, do 
now? He was impossible to beat at his best; he 
never seemed to hurry, but he was always waiting 
when the ball had to return to bim, and he never 
sent a ball out. This was the impression he gave 
the visitor in 1895, when he first won the Irish 
championship. Pim was followed, after a short 
interval, by the Dohertys—English players, with an 
lrish name that they mispronounced—but they 
could play tennis, and play it they did to such a 
degree that they almost ruined the game. Whether 
their opponents lost heart, or whether other attrac- 
tians, euch as the renovated croquet, were growimg—- 
any way, their reign witnessed a siomp in the 
popularity of tennis. Tournaments shrank to norma! 
proportions, and you could get a game at your club 
without booking a court or fighting for it. For 
those who kept up the game those were peaceful 
days, if somewhat unprofitable financially to tire clubs. 
Soon this period of depression and we 
entered upon the present stage, » entries are 
unwieldy and the class of play has improved so 
much that you will often see as good a game tu 
watch between two evenly matched second-class men 
as between two of the champions. The same strokes 
will be played in both matches; not so many of 
them by the humbler players; nor will the hail 
travel so fast; but the same technique will be there, 
and to the onlooker the effect will be very simsiar. 
lt is only when Class A meeis Class B that you 
can tell the difference, and then the game, from a 
spectacular point of view, is ruined. Whose name 
wil, be added this year to the long roll of champions 
it is not easy to say. Omitting ail overseas players, 
the issue lies between nearly a dozen of our own 
men, any one of whom could give a good account of 
himself in any first-class tournament, as wittrvss last 
years final between V. Miley, the champion, and 
Sir George Thomas. McCrea and Ireland, the 
scroopes, and If. M. Read and L. Meldon, are all 
hard men to beat; and it would be a wise man who 
could say which of them will come out on top. Cecil 
Campbell, too, whose performances at Wimbledon 
refiected glory on bis Irish club, and whe has been 
chosen on the British Isies Davis Cup team, should 
again reach the final. The lady champion does not 
present the same difficulty ef choice. With Miss 
Ryan a certain starter, there is unfortunately, no 
one else in the race, But then no one has heaten 
her for more than twelve months either in England 
or France, save the incomparable Mile. Lenelen, 
and some of our own playero have given as youd 
an account of themselves against her as the pest 
overseas ladies. But whether she wins casily or not 
she is always an attraction and an instruction. In 
time some of our ladies may get as good as her; but 
in any case they are the betier for playing ner or 
seeing her play. Miss V. MacDermot, Mrs. Beatty, 
Mrs. Price, Miss Monahan, Mrs. Tomlinson, to 
mention only a few of our prominent ladies, should 
give a good display, and their respective merits may 
Le gauged by. how many games they get avainst 
Miss Ryan.
